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COWS ON THE STREETS 

W e admire th^ patience and 
long-suffering of ton e \ e »pb in 
playing herd boy to their nei 
ghbors cows from tlv? time the 
fi\ ot gut's out in the spring un 
til snow falls in the early winter 
We have seen cows reaming the 
streets every day of the week 
for months, and have seen them 
driven out of peo; b's lots and 
bet fields times without number, 
and the next day they would be 
right back again, raising — 
with fences and everything plant 
ed inside of thorn, and so brea¬ 
ch y that they would go through 
a knot hole if the knothc } q c -ul 1 
ba stretched. 

W’e are not complaining part¬ 
icularly about the Stray pound 
law not being observed. And we 
know too, that some people en- 
davor to keep tab on their cows, 
and make provisions for their 
pasturage and so on. W’e know 
too. that any i erson’s cow may 
get away occasionally and cause 
trouble and damage to their 
neighbors. But the thing we 
think is criminal is for people 
to own cows, and milk them, 
and turn them loose to pasture 
and pesticate the other fellow 
all summer long. They have no 
pasture for them, they have no 
stake chains on them, they mer 
ely turn them loose, and when 
the grass gets dry, rs it is now 
on the streets, and there is 
good picking through the fence, 
thesp starving cow* are going 
through and get something to 
n ppeaee their hunger. 

Gcod fences a»v no barrier to 
them when they ar ? hungry. 1 f 
they had been in a pasture get 
ting something to eat, th?y 


would not b? so (voracious, and 
an ordinary fence would kc p 
them out. But when they are 
starving they push their head 
through a fnce and commence 
to push and shave, and the best 
fence will weaken and go down 
under such pressure. It happens 
alright, because we have watch¬ 
ed it. 

People who own cows, should 
in decency mak? provisions for 
taking care of them, and failing 
in this, they slum 1 .!, be present¬ 
ed for keeping them and not 
taking care of them. Everyone 
has troubles enough of his own 
without having to worry about 
other people’s concern, and 
when all the way from four to 
twelve cows, belonging to Res¬ 
pectable citizens arc driven out 
of one town field in one day, 
then tel u? it’ people are doing 
what they ought t > do to take 
care of their stock, and to treat 
their neighbors a« th* y would 
like t> be tr ated? Tur, th? 
table and see haw long you 
would herd your neighbors st ck 
and say nothing about ii Take 
care of your own. 


A BOOL' ROAD BUILDER 

In looking over the back files 
of the paper in the 1920-30 
decade, one reads many rolVronc 
es to bad roads. After a little 
storm came the comment “ro, ds 
are impassable. This meant the 
main highways as well as side- 
roads. In 1923, the?e are accou 
nts of local residents spending 
all night bogged down on the 
road coming from Calgary. 

This brings up the matte f 
road development in Alberta 
during the past ten years. And 
it is natural that one should 
think also of O. L. McPherson, 
under whose administrate an 
these roads were built. When 
Mr. McPhrson said cn his refit¬ 
ment “I have loved my work,” 
it is o statement which every 
one will credit. He lias obviously 
Jovd his work, and in his obj¬ 
ective of good trunk roads, and 
good secondary roads, he has 
worked ahead steadily and un¬ 
swervingly. He carried the prciv 
incial road scheme in his mind, 
in its relation to provincial de¬ 
velopment, with a definite ult¬ 
imate objetive. and with con¬ 
siderations of popwati'm, tourist 
I>ossil)ilities, commercial traffic 


and so on, ever before him. 

He has done his task well. 
Perhaps there is no provincial 
department which comes into 
such constant touch with all th? 
people, a] the time, as the e'ep- 
artmnt of roads. Although the 
program of work has been great 
ly curtailed in recent years ow 
ing to finances, the splendid 
highways with which Alberta is 
already equipped, are a lasting 
memorial to Mr. MePhers n’s 
term of office. His successor, 
Hon. J. McLellan also carries a 
good record as a road builder 
within his own municipal dist¬ 
rict and no doubt will carry on 
the comprehensive program in¬ 
itiated by his predecessor. 

Those who have had business 
contact with Mr. McPhrson over 
his period of service, have par¬ 
ticularly favorable recollections 
of their deaings with him. All 
to;* often he* has bc?n obliged to 
refuse petitions and appeal/, but 
he has at all times been frank 
and plain spoken h old ing out 
no false hopes. This quality of 
candor and “straight treking’ 
is more appreciated than legis¬ 
lators always realize. 

In the expressions of regret 
that have followed his practice 1 
and permanent contribution l> 
Alberta highways and a lurth.r 
important tribute, “He always 
dealt frankly with people and 
had the rare ability of being 
abe to say ‘no’, as well as ‘yes’. 
—Vulcan Advocate.

The price of these roads to 
Canadian motorists in 1932 in 
the form of taxes on garoline 
and registration amounted ta 
$$48,209,587 which is collected, 
under the original plan, f$r 
building and maintaining roads. 
This amount was paid by slight 
ly more than 10 per cent of the 
population who owned motor 
vehicles in this year, 1,114,503 
registrations being included in 
the Bureau’s figures.
